Child sex 
abuse fight 
under way 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Surrounded 
by pornographic m agazines featuring 
obscene pictures of boys and girls aged 
three and older, a child abuse expert to­ 
day called on Congress to join her cam ­ 
paign to end the sexual abuse of children. 
Dr. Judianne D ensen-G erber, presi­ 
dent of Odyssey Institute of New York, 
said law m akers should use the current 
congressional recess to canvass adult 
peep shows and book stores in their 
home towns for “ kid porn” m aterials us­ 
ing children 
As she spoke a t a W ashington news 
conference, protest picketing was going 
on outside adult book stores in New 
York. Philadelphia, M anchester, N.H.. 
D etroit, Chicago and Flint, Mich. 
Dr. 
D ensen-G erber said sales of 
children’s pornography total $1 billion a 
year and she has found evidence of 
w idespread availability throughout the 
country, although m ost of the m aterial 
com es from California 
The news conference featured ex­ 
cerpts from two pornographic film s 
starring children. But she said recent 
publicity efforts have rem oved kid porn 
from adult book stores in New York and 
Washington 
Rep John Murphy. D-N.Y., sponsored 
the news conference. 
Dr D ensen-G erber said she hopes to 
secure stronger laws dem anding the 
licensing of m aterials involving children 
and harsh penalties for sexual abuse of 
children. She also w ants specific prohibi­ 
tion against the use or selling of a child 
for sexual purposes under the child abuse 
and neglect statutes. 
She estim ated m ore than 1.2 million 
children in the United States are sexual­ 
ly abused, with about 600,000 boys and 
girls under age 16 engaging in prostitu­ 
tion. 
Odyssey House said child pornography 
brings high prices. Susan Pappas. Odys­ 
sey H ouse's inform ation director, said 
one m agazine called “ M oppets” — with 
40 pages of photographs of nude girls 
ages 3 and older “ in all these strange 
poses' — sells for $7 50. 
O th er m a g a z in e s — “ L o llito ts ,” 
featuring little girls, and “ Oh Boy." 
showing nude little boys — have sim ilar 
price tags 
Eight m illim eter film s that “ look like 
th ey w e re e d ite d 
in s o m e b o d y 's 
basem ent.” she said, sell for $30 each. 
One film brought to the Washington 
news conference, “ Suzy and H er Little 
B rother.” stars a 10-year-old girl and an 
8-vear-old boy. They engage in num erous 
types of sex acts, with the little girl often 
turning tow ard the cam era as if seeking 
instructions on what to do next. 
A second film — “ Lollipops” — 
features three boys ages 10 to 13. 
Some children pictured in the por­ 
nographic m aterial are described by 
Odyssey House as runaw ays. O thers are 
addicts seeking a few dollars to feed a 
drug habit. Still others, it said, are of­ 
fsp rin g of p a re n ts who sell th e ir 
children’s services or even the children 
them selves to individuals for profit.

The applicant subm its that the 
high-density zoning designation would 
enable b etter use of the property than 
single fam ily zoning. 
A second public hearing will deal with 
a proposal to establish left turn lanes on 
Ocean Avenue between F and Seventh 
streets. 
ТЪе proposal is expected to im prove 
traffic flow and safety in the affected 
area, according to B arry Gustafson, 
public works director 
It will result, however, in the loss of 
parking space on Ocean Avenue, a m a t­ 
ter that has caused an expression of con­ 
cern by som e business persons in the 
area. 
Gustafson says that C altrans. which is 
involved because Ocean Avenue is also 
Highway 1, agrees with the proposed 
project and will provide the necessary 
striping, provided the project is ap­ 
proved by the city. 
While the left-tum lane area will extend 
only about 300 feet east of Seventh 
Street, the proposal to prohibit parking 
will extend to the eastern city lim its to 
allow pavem ent and shoulders in that 
area to be striped for bicycle lanes, coin­ 
ciding with the Ocean Avenue widening 
project east of Seventh

A fter the cerem ony, the two went into 
the White House w here they began talks 
on such problem s as drug and gun traffic 
across the border, illegal im m igration 
and trade. 
“ This visit is a unique opportunity to 
show there are new ways to deal with our 
com m on problem s,” C arter told Lopez.

NEW ROCHELLE, N Y. (U PI) - A 
husky Vietnam veteran who collected 
guns and Nazi w ar souvenirs opened fire 
with an autom atic weapon at a moving 
company headquarters today, killing 
four persons, including one policeman. 
Police Com m issioner W illiam H egarty 
said three of the dead w ere civilians, ap­ 
parently co-workers of the gunman. 
Hegarty identified the gunman as F red ­ 
die Cowan, in his early 30s, of New 
Rochelle. 
“ He is fully arm ed and. according to 
our reports, he has a bandolier of am ­ 
munition, and possibly hand grenades 
and handguns,” Hegarty told a news con­ 
ference a short distance from the offices 
of the Neptune Worldwide Moving Co., 
where Cowan was holed up 
Authorities said Cowan apparently was 
trying to “ get even” with com pany of­ 
ficials, who suspended him from his job 
two weeks ago. 
Police used the arm ored vehicle to 
rem ove the dead policem an from the 
scene where he had lain for m ore than 
two hours after being shot 
The officer was hit by rifle fire while 
standing beside a truck in the com pany 
parking lot. 
“ We shouted at him not to com e in,” 
one em ploye, Joseph Amorosa, said of 
the dead policem an “ Then we heard a 
shot and we saw him fall down.”

G O P gubernatorial aspirants 


take shots at Governor Brow n 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Three m ajor Republican aspir­ 
ants for governor took shots at 
Democratic Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. during a two-day 
GOP convention in a warmup 
for the 1978 primary election 
campaign. 
But none was greeted with 
overwhelming enthusiasm, and 
the new chairman of the state 
R e p u b l i c a n 
p a r t y 
acknowledged it will be dif­ 
ficult to unseat Brown because 
of his advantage as an incum­ 
bent. 
A ttorney G eneral E velle 
Younger drew perhaps the most 
applause Saturday when he an­ 
nounced to convention dele­ 
gates that he and other death 
penalty advocates will begin 
March 1, drafting a 1978 in- 
tiative in case the legislature 
fails to overri de B row n’s 
promised veto of any bill rein­ 
stating capital punishment. 


Younger did not criticize the 
governor directly but said a 
death penalty initiative would 
be th e b e s t w e a p o n for 
Republicans to unseat Brown 
and other Democrats in the 1978 
election. 


San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson 
delivered the sharpest attack 
on Brown, declaring that his ad­ 
ministration “ may go down in 
history for more Californians 
losing their lives in mental 
hospitals than on death row.” 
He referred to the investigation 
into s u s p i ci o u s h o s p i t a l s 
deaths. 
Wilson said Brown has vastly 
increased state spending, taken 
steps to worsen the sta te ’s 
business clim ate and told “the 
middle class to lower its expec­ 
tations” and not to expect any 
property tax relief. 


But it was Los Angeles Police 
Chief Ed Davis who drew the 
most laughter when he coined a 
phrase for Democrats who are 
homosexual or farm workers — 
“ united fruit workers of Ameri­ 
ca." 


In a convention address Sun­ 
day, Davis recalled a speech a

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Court appointee 
draws criticism 


SA CRA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Rose Bird’s appointment as 
California's No. 1 judge has 
touched off a ripple of criticism 
because she has never sat on a 
judicial bench. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
during the past weekend named 
her as the California chief 
justice — the first woman on 
the state’s highest tribunal. 
Brown at the time selected 
Wiley W Manuel for the state 
Supreme Court He would be 
the first black in that job, and 
his appointment evoked nothing 
but favorable comment 
Attorney General Evelle 
Younger, one of three members 
on the Commission on Judicial 
Appointments which must con­ 
firm the nominations, said, 
“ Manuel is a good appointment 
but not the other one.” 
However, Younger later said 
he did not know how he would 
vote and thought the governor 
should “ have great latitude” in 
his judicial appointments 
Ms. Bird, 40, serves as 
secretary of Agriculture and 
Services and was the first 
woman Cabinet member in 
state history. She is a former 
Santa Clara County public 
defender, law school professor 
and clerk to the chief justice of 
the Nevada Supreme Court 
Manuel, 49, worked 23 years 
in the state Department of 
Justice and was appointed 13 
months ago by Brown to the 
Alameda County Superior Court 
bench 
The chief justice is paid 
$66,869 a year while an as­ 
sociate justice receives $62.935 
Paul Priolo, chairman of the 
Assembly Republican Caucus, 
described Ms. Bird’s back­ 
ground as an attorney as 
“ minimal.” adding that “ on 
paper she doesn't look all that 
good.” 
Mike Montgomery, the new 
chairman of the California 
R ep u b lica n p a rty and a 
Pasadena attorney, said chief 
justices should be chosen from 
judges already on the Supreme 
Court and high court judges 


3 0 0 pounds of

SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Feder- 
al narcotics officials say the

Bird after Brown announced 
the appointment. But ex­ 
perience. she said, should be 
measured by looking at “ the 
totality of the system.” 
“ I have had teaching experi­ 
ence in terms of training stu­ 
dents to be trial lawyers and get 
them to look at the broader 
process and the system itself... 
“ I think I have a fairly prac­ 
tical view of the system, having 
been in all three segments of 
the government.” 
In making his appointments 
— his first to the state Supreme 
Court — Brown said he tried to 
“ ascertain a good sense of 
balance, a good practiced feel 
for what the world is all about 
and just the quality of virtual 
wisdom. 
“ Both people have been ad­ 
vocates. they have been ad­ 
ministrators. and I think they 
have the kind of human 
qualities that gives them not 
only good heart but a very clear 
mind — and that’s what I ’d like 
to see on the Supreme Court,” 
he said

Investigators said a wig may 
have saved the mother’s life A 
shotgun blast ripped off her 
wig. they said, and the gunmen 
probably thought part of her 
head was blown off 
Police said they believed 
“ three or four” gunmen were 
involved 
Tw o 
s u sp e cts 
w ere 
questioned at the Parke County 
Jail in Rockville, but were not 
charged Police said they were 
not certain the two were in­ 
volved in the killings and they 
were looking for “ three or 
four” suspects 
The victims were Reeve B 
Spencer 16; Ralph Spencer. 14 
Raymond Spencer. 17, and 
Greogry 
Brooks. 22 
Mrs 
Spencer was the mother of 
Brooks and stepmother of the 
other three 
Her husband. Keith, was at 
work in Indianapolis when the 
shootings occurred 
Mrs Spencer was able to tell 
officers two men forced their 
way into the front of the home 
and probably two others came 


in the rear She wasn’t positive, 
they said 
The gunmen forced all five to 
lie on the floor, face down, then 
blasted them with one or more 
shotguns 


The four brothers were found 
face down on the floor of the 
mobile home They had been 
shot in the back and head A 
deputy sheriff said earlier the 
victims had been lined up with 
their hands tied behind them 
and executed Police said later 
they were not bound but the 
scene indicated the slayings 
were “ execution style " 


Police said they had estab­ 
lished no motive, although the 
home was ransacked

special meeting to patch up the 
price split 


The Middle East Economic 
Survey, a Cyprus-based oil in­ 
dustry newsletter, said Saudi 
Arabia has reportedly suggest­ 
ed an agreement in which all 
OPEC members would align 
their prices at a level 7 per cent 
above the 1976 price 


O PEC has been split on 
prices since December, when 
Saudi Arabi and the Emirates 
refused to raise their oil prices 
by more than 5 per cent The 
cartel’s 11 other members 
decided on a price hike of 10 per 
cent on Jan 1, with a further 5 
per cent increase planned for 
July 1 


After the split. Saudi Arabia 
and the Emirates increased 
production and the sales of 
other members fell as lower- 
priced Saudi oil came on the 
market 


The survey said Saudi Oil 
Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamam 
has reportedly proposed that all 
OPEC members “ should adopt 
a uniform 7 per cent increase 
for the whole year" thus ending 
the current two-tiered pricing 
system 


"This percentage would, in 
fact, correspond with the figure 
which Saudi Arabia would ap­ 
parently have been prepared to 
accept (at the December con­ 
ference) had such a compro­ 
mise proved possible," the 
newsletter said

(UPI) - 
State Medi-Cal costs are soar­ 
ing by nearly 20 per cent a year 
as one in eight Californians now 
receives state m edical a s­ 
sistance. 
And, experts say they don’t 
have any ideas on how to sub­ 
stantially alleviate the spi­ 
ral ing costs. 
“ I don’t think people are any 
sicker than they were, but peo­ 
ple are becoming more aware 
of health services,” Lee Helsel, 
a Medi-Cal official, said in an 
interview 
“ For example, it’s only been 
in the last year or so that people 
have really realized that a 
regular physical examination is 
a benefit of the Medi-Cal 
program 
Under previous ad­ 
ministrations, they never told 
anybody about it. 
“ We believe that ‘w e ll’ 
physicals have a bearing on a 
person understanding his health 
status and taking preventive 
measures before he gets sick ” 
But that’s one of the reasons 
for escalating Medi-Cal costs, 
which Legislative Analyst A 
Alan Post warns may lead to a 
tax increase 
Since the Medi-Cal program 
began in 1966 at an annual cost 
of $531 million, it has grown 
steadily until now it costs about 
$2 3 billion and provides ser­ 
vices for 2 7 million Califor­ 
nians 
Of the 900.000 live births in 
California hospitals last year, a 
third of them were paid for by 
Medi-Cal 
As Helsel put it, 
“ Poor people have more kids 
than rich people ” 
Just as significant is the ris­ 
ing number of physician ser­ 
vices rendered for each Medi- 
Cal recipient 
A new study by the Depart­ 
ment of Health detailed the in-

for service action 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The California Public Utilities 
Commission 
has commended 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co 
for finally reducing its service 
voltage levels as a conservation 
measure 
The PUC staff had recom­ 
mended the reduction more 
than a year ago and PG & E 
finally invoked the recommen­ 
dation last week 
The utility company reduced 
voltage at the source from 126 
volts to 123 or 122 volts 
The PUC said most household 
appliances are designed to 
operate at between 114 and 126 
volts and the lower voltage rate 
would actually lengthen the life 
of light bulbs and tubes in radio 
and tv sets 
The reduction in voltage will 
save PG & E an estimated one 
million barrels of oil and $14 
m illion 
in operating ex­ 
penses 
The PUC said it would ask 
other utility companies in 
California to follow P G & E ’s ex 
ample 


creases for the three-month 
period ending in September 
over the same period in the 
previous year. 
For example, there was a 25 
per cent hike in expenditures 
for the aged, blind and disabled 
Most of the increase was in the 
number of recipients — 15 per 
cent — but it also showed an 8 2 
per cent rise in the number of 
services per recipient. 
One reason is that the ad­ 
ministration removed a re­ 
quirement that a physician 
receive prior approval from the 
state for more than two office 
visits in any single month by a 
Medi-Cal recipient. 
Helsel said the “ prior author­ 
ization” 
program eliminated 
about 3 to 4 per cent of the ser­ 
vices the state found unwar­ 
ranted. but the administration 
lifed the requirement for most 
services on grounds that the 
savings were overshadowed by 
the paperwork 
Another factor, he said, is 
that the Brown administration 
lends a “ much more sympa­ 
thetic ear” to efforts by patient 
rights groups to inform recipi­ 
ents of the services they are en­ 
titled to receive 
“ There has been quite a 
growth of sensitivity by welfare 
recipients as to all they can get 
It's like going through a 
cafeteria

Co . one of the top four 
anhydrous ammonia manufac- 
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turers in the country 
“ The farmer won’t be able to 
get enough fertilizer, so he's not 
going to be able to grow all the 
feed grains and food crops he 
planned Ultimately, what’s go­ 
ing to happen is the housewife 
will have to pay more." 
The Fertilizer Institute, an 
industry agency, reports the 
gas shortage caused fertilizer 
production to be down 393.000 
tons through Jan 29 The 50

Altogether, five persons died

Imprisoned Duke drew 
first flower Valentine

In 1415, the Duke of Orleans, bored and lonely in his prison 
cell in the Tower of London, doodled a design of hearts and 
flowers around a love poem for his wife. 
The duke, an unwilling guest of the English following the 
Battle of Agincourt, doubtless was unaware of it, but by 
posting his pledge of affection on the anniversary of an ob­ 
scure third-century saint’s martyrdom, he created some­ 
thing called a “ Valentine.” 
In the five centuries that have elapsed, the gentle gesture 
has become big business and, in some quarters, gentility has 
vanished 
Hallmark — one of the nation's largest producers of 
greeting cards — estimates 500 million Valentines will 
cascade into the mails this year Only Christmas inspires 
greater volume — at 3.1 billion cards per year 
Dr 
Sherman Feinstein of Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago said Valentines often are clues to the sender's stage 
of emotional maturity. 
He said an extravagant Valentine suggests the sender is 
uncomfortable about expressing his feelings, but that a five- 
cent card shows the heart really isn’t in it. 
According to Feinstein. Valentines with humorous mes­ 
sages generally are chosen by people with immature feelings 
about love and sex. whereas lacy, syrupy cards tend to come 
from people seeking to cover up discomfort over their emo­ 
tions 
What’s left’’ Feinstein said a “ mature” Valentine says, 
simply, “ I love you.”

fine ’’ Fitzpatrick said 
But do it in prison.” 
However, a Minneapolis juve­

the person <juvenile) looks like 
when he gets out of the 
system.” Arthur said “ Is this

formed consent” would be ex­ 
panded to require that a

To guard against forced use 
of tranquilzers in prison, the 
bill allows only “ one such 
period of non-judicial author 
ized use of major tranquilizers’ 
during a six-month period 
One attorney who helped 
write the legislation said the 
bill basically says that if prison

PALM SPRINGS. Calif. (UPI) - Rik Massengale. who 
won the Bob Hope Desert Classic with a tournament record 
337, had second thoughts today about playing this week in the 
Los Angeles Open. 
After winning the $40.000 top prize and an $8.000 
automobile in the Hope, Massengale said he was going home 
to Texas to rest. He said playing five days in the warm 
desert had sapped his strength 
Later, he talked things over with brother Don and decided 
that as long as he was in a winning groove he should play in 
Los Angeles. 
Bruce Lietzke, the man Massengale beat here by six 
strokes, signed to play in Los Angeles a couple of weeks ago. 


His goal is to play in as many tournaments as possible, espe- 
ciallv now that he is on a streak 
But Lietzke s father is ill in a Houston hospital and 
naturally, the son is concerned 
Right now.” he said Sunday, after matching Mas- 
sengale’s 67 and running his streak to 26 rounds of par or 
less, “ my plans are to play in Los Angeles. But I am con­ 
cerned about my dad. I think I should spend some time with 
him.” 


REX CALDWELL of Lompoc shot a 366 to finish 29 strokes 
behind the winner in the Hope Classic. Caldwell had rounds 
of /6. 73, 71. 71 and 75. 


So, there is a strong possibility Lietzke will compete in Los 
Angeles along with most of this year’s best players, in­ 
cluding Tom Watson, who missed the Hope after winning the 
Crosby and San Diego Open.

He made a run at Massengale by turning in 32 
to cut the lead to five and for a minute or two trailed by only 
four on the backside, but Massengale, playing the best golf of 


his career, rolled home three birdies coming back, including 
one of 30 feet on the final hole, to win by six and break the 
tournament record of 338 set in 1960 by Arnold Palm er in the 
first Hope Classic. 
“That was my goal, to get the record,” said Massengale, 
who had gone home last week while the tour was in Hawaii 
because he had lost his confidence and had serious thoughts 
about his ability to win. 
Right from the start here, though, Massengale was the 
man to beat. He opened with a 64 and came back with a 66. 
That put him well in front and he never let up while bagging

Last year Lompoc beat Cabrillo by a half point in an 
exciting league tourney. This time the Conqs took care 
of business early and eliminated the suspense

Frank Silva *141) 
and Cary Small (148* 
Day battled to a 5-4 win in the finals Aragon needed 
a four-pomt splurge in the final 14 minutes of his 
match for a comeback win over Cabrillo’s Rhys 
Dapar Cheney used a last-period reversal to break a 
scoreless tie Silva came through with a fall, and Small 
had an easy 12-4 win 
The day was not a total success for Cabrillo. Chris 
Hall re injured his right knee in the 178-pound finals 
and was pinned He is doubtful for CIF competition 
But the other 11 Cabrillo placers, and Lompoc’s 
seven placers, will enter CIF competition in the Sec­ 
tionals on Feb 26 Thus, the Lompoc Valley will con­ 
tribute 19 of the Northern League's 39 wrestlers to that 


meet.

about the trade until a reporter told him 
Fnday. 
i just don’t think Bill Madlock is go­ 
ing to last very long as a m ajor league 
player.” said Wrigley “ He has had a lot 
of injuries in the three seasons he has 
been with us for a young fellow ’’ 
Kennedy said Madlock wanted $1 5 
million over a five year period and the 
Cubs “can't afford the money.”

Overregulation? 


It is time either to prove or 
lay to rest the charge that the 
natural gas industry is using 
the present crisis to loot the 
pocketbooks of American con- 
s u m e r s by fo rc in g th e 
deregulation of interstate gas 
prices. 
The hardships people are en­ 
during because of closed 
schools and factories and 
lowered thermostats are bad 
enough without the nagging 
suspicion that they are at­ 
tributable to machinations in 
the executve suites of the gas 
companies. 
The federal governm ent 
isn't doing a service by leading 
us to believe that, once the 
crisis is over, we will again 
have plenty of gas at the same 
regulated price. None of the 
emergency steps currently be­ 
ing taken to bring gas into gas 
short states does anything to 
address the problem of where 
we are going to get the gas we 
will need in the future. 
The immediate question that 
must be resolved when this 
winter is over is how to pre­ 
vent a repeat of a situation 
that is approaching tragic 
proportions. In this respect, a 
grave i ndi ct ment can be 
b r o u g h t 
a g a i n s t 
t he 


re g u la to rs. One piece 
evidence: 
The largest supplier of 
natural gas in Ohio, one of the 
states hardest hit this winter, 
is Columbia Gas Transmission 
Corp. In May, 1973, Columbia 
sought permission from the 
Federal Power Commission 
(FPC) to convert former gas- 
producing fields into a storage 
pool to hold up to 115 billion 
cubic feet of gas reserves. Not 
until March, 1976. after nearly 
three years of studies, hear­ 
ings and conferences, did the 
FPC grant the authority to 
build the storage pool. By then 
the cost of the project had 
doubled from $33 million to $66 
million because of inflation 
and imposed environmental 
requirements, and was in any 
case too late to have prevented 
this winter’s shortage. One 
reason for the delay was an 
FPC staff determination that 
the plan was “ too ambitious 
and too costly.” 
It is becoming increasingly 
clear that unless we free our 
so-called free e n te rp rise 
system of self-d efeatin g 
overregulation, the a lte r ­ 
native is a condition of perma­ 
nent energy shortage and 
recurrent energy crises.

Gulf contracted to supply gas to 
Texas E astern, a giant pipeline com ­ 
pany. which delivers gas to 16 states 
from Texas to New York Beginning in 
1971. Gulf began cutting back the flow in 
defiance of the contract 
Yet at the sam e tim e. Gulf seem ed to 
have plenty of g as to sell o th e r 
c u s t o m e r s

h ig h e r 
p r i c e s . 
Investigators claim ed this was a squeeze 
play to push up prices. They also found 
out that Gulf has been dilatory about 
producing the gas from its leases. Thus 
the gas has rem ained securely in the 
ground while the price has been shooting 
up 
None of this seem ed to disturb Texas 
E astern, which m erely purchased m ore 
expensive supplem entary gas and passed 
on the cost to the consum ers in the form 
of higher rates Indeed Texas E astern 
was so indifferent about G ulf's breach of 
contract that the adm inistrative law 
judge suggested the two com panies had 
conspired together “ to withhold gas 
from the interstate m arket until the 
price has been driven up." 
Another alleged corporate culprit, the 
Mitchell Energy Corporation, contracted 
to supply gas to the Northeast from its 
offshore reserves along the Louisiana 
coast Its wells were supposed to start 
pum ping gas into the p ip elin e in 
Berry’s World

without H ow ard C osell!"

But curiously, the offshore platform 
didn’t get com pleted throughout the cold 
w inter, and the gas didn’t start flowing 
until the following June. In the m ean­ 
tim e. of course, the price had moved up 
The com pany was called on the carpet 
over the m ysterious delay Testifying un­ 
der oath, the corporate vice president. 
Sidney T W alker, swore to the Federal 
Power Com mission that the hold-up had 
been caused by bad w eather The FPC 
has evidence, however, that Mitchell 
cau sed th e d e la y s by in sistin g on 
num erous technical revisions. 


This happens to be docum ented in a 
series of letters between Mitchell and its 
equipm ent contractor. J R M cDerm ott 
and Company Y et W alker testified that 
there w ere no w ritten records. 
. 


His testim ony cam e at a tim e when 
FPC investigators were frantically try ­ 
ing to find why m ore gas w asn’t being 
produced. Complained House C om m erce 
Chairm an Harley Staggers. D.-W Va.. in 
a confidential letter to then-Attv Gen 
Edward Levi: 


“M r W alker thw arted the legitim ate 
efforts of the FPC to determ ine the facts 
contributing to. the severe natural gas 
curtailm ents during the critical 1974-75 
heating season ” 
S taggers w as 
in­ 
credulous that the Justice Dept never 
prosecuted W alker "Any individual of 
average intelligence would conclude that 
Mr. W alker perjured him self.” fumed 
the congressm an. 


Still another com pany. Cities Service, 
m isled the FPC about its offshore wells 
near Texas As early as January. 1974. 
the com pany discovered that its drilling

Cities Service executives told the FPC 
they m ade “ a total com m itm ent of m an­ 
pow er” but couldn’t find the right equip­ 
ment to fix their rigs any faster But in­ 
vestigators told us the com pany used 
only one em ploye, who failed to contact 
several nearby com panies that could 
have com pleted the repairs 
In fact, 
Cities Service turned down one un­ 
solicited offer from a repair company 


Shell Oil has also cited technical ex­ 
cuses for holding back the flow of gas 
from its trem endous reserves. 


Investigators suspect that sim ilar tac­ 
tics may be responsible, in part, for this 
w inter’s vanishing gas supplies 
The 
em ergency has now forced President 
Jim m y C arter to tem porarily lift the lid 
on price controls 
Apparently, this is 
w hat the gas com panies have been 
waiting for.

“ categoricallv denied” that the company 
had violated the law and blamed the

In Washington with Martha Angle and Robert W alters 
Arms post fight 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Much of 
the initiative in the challenge to P resi­ 
dent C a rter’s nominee for the nation's 
principal arm s control post is com ing 
directly from associates of one of the 
m o st 
in flu e n tia l s e n a to rs in th e 
president’s own party 
T hat 
developm ent 
provides one of the 
best illu stratio n s of 
the extent to which 
C a rter’s 
“ honey m o o n ’’ 
w ith 
C o n g ress h as been 
s u m m a r i l y 
t e r ­ 
m inated — if indeed it 
ever existed. 
The key figure in the 
m ushroom ing conflict 
is S en 
H e n ry M 
Jackson, D-Wash , one 
of a dozen men who 
lost out to C arter in 
l a s t 
y e a r ’s 
D em ocratic presiden­ 
tial prm aries Jackson 
is one of the country’s 
m ost outspoken proponents of both the 
strongest possible defense posture and a 
give-no-quarter attitude in dealing with 
the Soviet Union. 
The ill-kept secret on Capitol Hill is 
that Jackson’s advisors are deeply in­ 
volved in coordinating and organizing op­ 
position to Paul C. Warnke, C a rter’s 
choice to be director of the Arm s Control 
and D isarm am ent Agency 
According to congressional sources ac­ 
tive in that effort, Richard M Perle, a 
senior m em ber of Jackson's staff and the 
senator’s second-ranking foreign policy 
advisor, has played a strategic role in 
the day-to-day m aneuvering over the 
W arnke nomination. 
Perle rejects that characterization of 
his activities, but he acknowledges that, 
in response to requests, he has dis­ 
tributed to “ som e people 1 know” copies 
of a controversial anonymous m em oran­ 
dum criticizing W arnke's previous public 
statem ents on disarm am ent 
That unsigned mem o is generally a 
factual account of W arnke’s w ritten and 
spoken com m ents in the area of arm s 
control. It em phasizes, however, his 
“ soft-line” positions and describes him 
as an advocate of “ the unilateral aban­ 
donment by the United States of every 
weapons system which is subject to 
n eg o tiatio n a t the S tra te g ic A rm s 
Lim itation T alks.” 


The mem o concludes: “ W arnke sup­ 
ports u n ilateral arm s reductions to 
levels far below anything being proposed 
in current arm s lim itation talks. He 
doubts the usefulness of such talks, 
preferring to see unilateral U S. in- 
itatives ” 
Jackson's public stance is one of being 
“disturbed at som e of the positions and 
r e c o m m e n d a tio n s 
m a d e by 
M r. 
W arnke ” He has not form ally declared 
his opposition to the nom ination and one 
political ally says “ he hasn’t necessarily 
m ade up his mind irrevocably to go all 
the w ay" because that step could m ean 
an early break with C arter. 
But the depths of dissatisfaction are 
clearly evidenced in the com m ents of 
Ben F W attenberg, a longtim e Jackson 
political advisor “ We are just outraged 
by C a rter’s foreign policy appointm ents 
The whole Jackson point of view is left 
out of the dialogue ” 
Especially striking about the brewing 
dispute over the W arnke nomination is 
the e x te n t to w hich m o d e ra te -to - 
conservative D em ocrats have form ed a 
tem porary alliance with conservative 
Republicans in confronting C arter dur­ 
ing his earliest weeks in office.

grum bled continually about m any of the 
policies and appointm ents of Presidents 
Nixon and Ford, but their criticism 
always was tem pered by loyalty to the 
chief executive of their own party. 
Under C arter, however, the right wing 
of the Republican party in Congress has 
quickly blossomed into an energetic, 
enthusiastic — and influential — “ loyal 
opposition” which was instrum ental in 
the cam paign to deny Theodore C.

Astonished. Schweitzer ordered 
the records of that prison exam ined, and 
learned that Alberto had never been 
there at all. let alone one month earlier. 
He sent the report of that investigation 
to the A m erican senator — who w rote 
back that, unfortunately, he could not 
b e lie v e h is o ld C h ile a n 
f rie n d . 
S chw eitzer shrugged 
his shoulders. 
“ What can one do under the circum ­ 
stances?” 
He spoke of traveling late in the even­ 
ing — “ afte r midnight. With my ex­ 
perience in crim inology, that is when the 
dirty work is usually done" — with a Red 
Cross representative to a prison alleged 
to be a center of Chilean brutality TTie 
accusation, specifically, charged that 
m attress springs had been wired in order 
to torture prisoners A diligent search 
turned up no such paraphernalia, and no 
barbarous conditions in the prison. 
Asked w hether the Chilean press was 
perm itted to report on alleged Chilean 
torture, he cited that m orning’s paper, 
reproducing allegations of Luis Cor- 
valan. recently released from Chile in 
exchange for the release of Bukovksy 
Asked w hether a Chilean correspondent 
could ask to exam ine a prison, he said 
yes, though that right was not unlim ited 
Could foreigners exam ine the prisons?
